or other suitable quarters 
for the 
hearing 
A number of shippers have filed 
independent 
complaints 
involving 
matters that they are individually 
interested 
in and it is likely the 
Washington 
commission 
will defer 
setting the hearing until these are 
all filed and answered

from 
investigation

by officers of the association 
that the 
Globe 
division or branch 
is the only one in the country where 
through rates are made by combin ¬ 
ing the

The rate to

are higher than to Bowie by the 
amount of the local rates

one

Pedestrians shall not 
carry in their pockets any sharp in- 
strument

Rule five 
In

than seven miles per hour 
Rule six -- Pedestrians must reg-
